OBITUARIES. 



- WILLIAM H. BROWNING. 

William H. Browning was born in Sumner county, Tennessee, 
December 23, 3819, and died in Pine Bluff, Arkansas, September 17, 
1907, in the eighty-ninth year of his age. 

In his childhood he had but scant opportunity for schooling, but 
while in his teens he entered a printing office, where he soon developed 
an ambition for wide and accurate knowledge. He applied himself to 
painstaking, persistent study, by which he not only gained his desire 
but also formed the habit of patient personal searching for knowledge, 
which won for himself a reputation for scholarship and made him as 
preacher and teacher a workman that needed not to be ashamed. 

His parents were Methodists and he was religious from his infancy. 
In advanced life he declared his conviction that he was divinely called 
to preach before he was five years old. However, he dates his conver- 
sion August 6, 1836, under the ministry of J. Newland Maffitt. He was 
granted license to preach in March, 1840 — sixty-seven years ago. He 
was a local preacher ten years, living most of that time in Southwest 
Missouri. 

He was admitted on trial in the Tennessee Conference in 1850, 
and appointed to Cumberland Circuit, which he had served as a supply 
the previous year. That was fifty-seven years ago. He was appointed 
in 1851 to Fountain Head, in 1852 to Goose Creek, in 1853 to Mont- 
gomery Circuit, and in 1854-5 to Mount Pleasant District as presiding 
elder. It may be doubted whether any man survives him who was 
presiding elder fifty-three years ago. 

This early appointment to district work after only four years in the 
conference marks a very rapid development on the part of the young 
preacher. When we consider what giants there were in the Tennessee 
Conference in those days, such men as Green, McFerrin, Madden, Hanna, 
Riggs, Baldwin, Young, Henkle and others, we are impressed with the 
manifest merit, diligence and faithfulness which had won such early 
promotion in a field occupied by such men, and also with the great 
advantage derived from association with men of that sort. In 1857-8 
he was appointed to Florence District, in 1858 Agent for Florence Wes- 
leyan University, of which Dr. Rivers was president, in 1859 to Florence 
District again. While on Florence District he called and held a success- 
ful District Conference, the first ever held in the M. E. Church, South, 
which attracted wide attention and which suggested its incorporation 
into the economy of the church by the ensuing General Conference. 

In 1860-1-2 he was appointed to Savannah Station and Savannah 
Female College. However, the minutes for 1862 state in the foot-note 
that he was in the Confederate Army. He had been appointed chap- 
lain in General Marcus Wright’s brigade, and he served in that rela- 
tion to the end of the war. The minutes of that conference note that 
twenty-three preachers were in the army. They were not all chaplains, 
however. They were in every department of service. The glorious 
revivals in the camps gave witness to the fact that their duty to preach 
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the gospel was not neglected, and that the preaching was signally- 
blessed of God. 

No session of the Tennessee Conference was held in 1863-4. In 
1865 he was appointed to LeGrange. The church was impoverished by 
the war, so in connection with his pastorate he conducted a female 
school. In 1866 he was transferred to the Little Rock Conference and 
stationed two years in Camden. In 1868-9 he was appointed president 
of Camden Female College, in 1870 Sunday-school Agent, in 1871-2 Fal- 
con Circuit, and in 1873 supernumerary on the Magnolia Circuit. Dur- 
ing these three years he also conducted a school at Lamartine. In 1874 
he was appointed to Pine Bluff District and continued four years, in 
1878 he was supernumerary, in 1879 he was stationed in Pine Bluff and 
continued four years, in 1883-4-5 Pine Bluff Female Institute, in 1886-7 
Arkansas City. Supernumerary in 1888, he was appointed in mid-year 
to Stuttgart, which he organized into a station to which he was 
appointed in 1889. In 1890 supernumerary at Stuttgart. In 1891 he was 
appointed to Old River, his last charge. In 1892, being seventy-three* 
years of age, he was granted a superannuated relation which was con- 
tinued until the Master called him home. 

He was married thrice: first, to Miss Sarah E. Pyle, who was his 
wife during his local ministry, dying in 1850 ; secondly, he was married 
to Miss Mary E. Smith in October, 1853, who died in Camden, Febru- 
ary 25, 1867; thirdly, he was married in March, 1870, to Mrs. Miary A. 
Gantt, who survives him. 

When he went to Pine Bluff a stranger as presiding elder in 1874, 
the place which was practically his home for 33 years thereafter, the 
Methodists had one small frame church with a membership of one hun- 
dred and fifty. When he died there were four churches with a member- 
ship of eleven hundred. 

As a preacher he was logical, doctrinal, scientific, not eloquent, 
imaginative or emotional. Masterful in the presentation of the truth, 
he carried conviction to his hearers, attracted the attention of the 
thoughtful and won many souls to Christ. He was true as steel to the 
truth, to his friends, to the church and to his Master. He never seemed 
to court popularity, never toadied to men in authority to gain personal 
advantage, disdained worldly policy, was uncompromising in his atti- 
tude toward all subjects and toward all men. He gained high stand- 
ing by the sheer force of merit. The high standing which he had 
gained during his long residence in Pine Bluff was manifest at his 
funeral service, the pastors of every religious congregation in the city 
being present to do honor to the aged saint who had passed to his eter- 
nal rest. J. H. RIGGIN. 

JAMES R. HARVEY. 

James R. Harvey was born in Russellville, Arkansas, June 30, 
1837, and died at his home in Magnolia, Arkansas, November 11, 1907. 

His home was in this State all his life. He was educated in some 
of the private academies which abounded in the State before the war, 
and though without college training, he received a good English educa- 
tion. He was converted in 1854 under the ministry of H. R. Withers, 
licensed to preach in 1858 and admitted on trial in the Traveling Con- 
nection by the Ouachita (now Little Rock) Conference at Monticello 
In November, 1859 and appointed junior preacher on Warren Circuit. 
In 1860 he was sent to Hampton. In 1861 he was set down in the 
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minutes as junior preacher at Hamburg, with a foot-note stating that 
he was in the army. In 1862 his name with others reads Chaplains in 
C. S. Army. In 1863 he was appointed to Murfreesboro Circuit, but 
finding little opportunity for work in the disturbed condition of the 
country he returned to the army, and in the minutes of 1864 the min- 
utes again read “J. R. Harvey, Chaplain in C. S. Army.” In 1865 he was 
junior preacher on Princeton Circuit. 

He was married October 11, 1864, to Miss Ruth Dickinson, a noble, 
Christian woman, his invaluable helpmate in the years of his active 
ministry. In 1867 he was appointed to Buena Vista, in 1868 to El 
Dorado, in 1871 to Hamburg, in 1871-2-3 Monticello. Finding his health 
failing, while at Monticello, he studied Dentistry and attended a Den- 
tal college in Baltimore, where he won his degree as Doctor of Dental 
Surgery. In 1874 he was appointed Presiding Elder on Monticello Dis- 
trict and continued there three years. In 1877 his appointment was 
Prescott, in 1878 he was granted a supernumerary relation, and again 
in 1879. In 1880 he was appointed to Washington District, where he 
accomplished a great work. In 1881 he was again placed on the super- 
numerary list, continuing four years. In 1885 he wa^ appointed Super- 
intendent of the Arkansas School for the Blind. He had been elected 
to this place and had already served one year, but at the end of the 
second year he resigned on account of the serious affliction of his wife. 
In 1886 he was placed on the supernumerary list, continuing two years. 
In 1888-9 he was stationed at Magnolia, in 1890-91 at Malvern. In 1892 
he was granted a location. He remained local ten years though often 
serving as a supply. 

He was on the supernumerary list ten years and local ten years, 
always by his own request but never by his desire. For more than 
thirty years he was an afflicted man, suffering from diseases of the 
kidneys and bladder which brought on other infirmities culminating 
in disease of the heart from which he died. 

He was so uniformly cheerful and uncomplaining that he was often 
misjudged by his brethren, especially by the younger ones who had not 
known him in Ms earlier ministry. 

In 1902 he was begged by his brethren to seek re-admission that 
he might die among his brethren. Accordingly he was re-admitted and 
appointed Field Editor of the Arkansas Methodist, and in 1903-4 to 
Onalaska and Eagle Mills where he did efficient and acceptable ser- 
vice. By this time he was thoroughly broken down and a truly super- 
annuated man, but he only asked for a supernumerary relation which 
was granted and continued until his death. 

Dr. Harvey was a fine preacher. The people heard him gladly and 
under his ministry souls were converted and the church in the charges 
which he served invariably strengthened and built up. He was a man 
of affairs. He was interested in everything that interested the pub- 
lic. He concerned himself about the welfare of every preacher, and the 
growth and prosperity of every church around him. This led him often 
into a desire that the appointments should be wisely made, into an 
inquisitiveness and a proffering of suggestion which caused many to 
suspect his motives and to think him addicted to meddling and intrigue. 
But this writer, as one who was in the midst of and knew him well, 
will testify that never did he discover aught but a disinterested ambi- 
tion to help preachers and people in all that he did. He took a lively 
interest in all public affairs. The business, the courts, the politics, the 
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schools, the civic and social questions of the day, all interested him, 
and by word and deed that interest was manifested. 

The last two years he was sadly afflicted. A bowed and broken 
man, he halted about the streets of the town, unable to do anything, 
seeking companionship. His friendship — his ardent love — was of price- 
less value to me. Early in October, he told me he would die in about 
a month. He wanted me to preach his funeral in the church, desired 
that the neighboring preachers be notified that they might attend, and 
requested to be laid beside Brother Brinkley. He suffered much for a 
month but was cheerful and happy, and finally as gently as a babe drops 
into slumber, he fell into his final sleep. Precious in the sight of the 
Lord is the death of his saints. 

Dr. Harvey’s first wife died January 9, 1894, after a long illness, 
and January 15, 1896, he was happily married to Mrs. Mary J. Sharman, 
a most excellent Christian woman, whose tender and faithful minis- 
trations to him in his last years of feebleness entitle her to the grateful 
sympathy of the church in her sad bereavement.

MRS. C. C. GODDEN. 

Mrs. C. C. Godden was born in the city of Little Rock, Arkansas, 
October 17, 1845. Joined the M. E. Church, South, in 1877. She was 
married to the Rev. C. C. Godden, with whom she lived for thirty-two 
years. She died after a lingering sickness, at her home in Searcy, 
November 4, 1907, leaving her husband and two daughters to mourn 
their great loss. 

Hers was a beautiful character. There was a harmonious blend- 
ing of a constellation of virtues rarely seen in one person. Among the 
many graces that adorned her was that of modesty. There was an air 
of refined culture and quiet dignity about her, which marked her as 
one of superior breeding and gentility. 

A womanly woman of exalted dignity of character without osten- 
tation. She possessed many personal charms. The one element of 
vanity seemed to have no place in her makeup. 

In the social circle, there was a fascinating charm and grace, most 
rare and pleasing. In her home life she was gentle, kind and patient. 
As a mother, she was thoughtful and affectionate. As a wife, she was 
most attentive and considerate, and as a friend, always true, confiding, 
and devoted. As the wife of a pastor, she entered into all the work of 
the Church with enthusiasm and proved herself a help-meet indeed. 
As the wife of a president of a Female College, she wielded a most sal- 
utary and helpful influence over the hundreds of girls, with whom she 
came in contact.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON BOOKS AND PERIODICALS. 

Document No. 1. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Little Rock Conference: 

Dear Brethren: — Your Committee on Publishing Interests has had 
under consideration the Western Methodist, our conference organ. We 
endorse the editorial conduct of the paper, and heartily commend it to 
all our people as thoroughly worthy of their patronage. We cannot do 
the work of our Conference without a strong conference organ, and the 
Western Methodist is meeting well our needs. 

The paper can do as much for any preacher in his work as that 
preacher will do for the paper, and the publishers are not asking that 
the preachers work for nothing when they ask them tp aid in circu- 
lating the Western Methodist. There is no interest of the Church for 
which the pastor himself labors that will not be greatly promoted if the 
paper goes into the homes of the people. The people will not take an 
interest where they do not know, and they cannot know about our work 
except they read our own paper. 

The Editorial Committee, upon looking closely into the business 
of the paper recommended that it would be necessary for the publish- 
ers to make some arrangement whereby subscribers who delay pay- 
ment shall be charged $2.00 for the paper, those paying cash to con- 
tinue to get the paper at $1.50. This seems necessary in view of the 
great advance in cost of production, and we concur in the recommenda- 
tion. It is believed that the paper can be maintained at a cash price 
of $1.50, but at that figure it must stay close to a cash basis. 

We recommend that our people buy their books and Sunday-school 
literature of Anderson, Millar & Co. 

We further recommend that the present constituency of the Edi- 
torial Committee be made every quadrennium.

tee of five to represent this Conference in connection with committees 
appointed by the Arkansas and White River Conferences. 

We further recommend that the Commission thus constituted be 
requested to consider the advisability of establishing a hospital within 
the borders of this State, said hospital to be the joint, property of the 
three patronizing Conferences, and the Commission be empowered to 
receive bids for the location of the hospital and report to the Confer- 
ences at their next sessions a recommendation for the location of the 
hospital, with such suggestions as to ways and means to carry to suc- 
cessful completion this enterprise as they may deem wise.

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REPORT OF JOINT BOARD OF FINANCE. 

Document No. 7. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Little Rock Annual Conference: 

We, your Joint Board of Finance, submit this, our report: 

1st. Superannuated Endowment Fund. The report of the trustees 
shows that the amount of this fund is $237,779.60, of which amount 
$107,620 is invested in loans; $4,343 is deposited in banks, and the 
remainder is in non-productive donations and requests, and notes and 
subscriptions. 

We beg leave to call the attention of all our pastors to the provision 
of the law which requires each pastor to present this cause to each 
congregation annually and take voluntary contributions for the same. 

2nd. Homes for Superannuated Preachers. The following reso- 
lution was unanimously adopted by the Board: 

Resolved, That we heartily approve the plan of establishing homes 
for our superannuated preachers, and that we request the Chairman 
of this Board to bring the matter before our people through the col- 
umns of the church press and in such other ways he may see best, 
with the view of establishing at least one such home in each presiding 
elder’s district. 

3rd. Assessments. The following assessments have been made 
for the ensuing year: For Bishops, $1,525.00; for Conference Minutes, 
$350.00, -for Conference Claimants, 10 per cent of the assessed salary of 
each pastor.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON ORPHANAGE. 

Document No. 8. 

To the Little Rock Conference: 

Dear Brethren: — Your Committee on the Arkansas Methodist Or- 
phanage respectfully report that we received a communication from the 
Board of Trustees of the Orphanage which reads as follows: 

Dear Brethren: — The past year has been one of shadow as well as 
of sunshine for the Orphanage. Just as Bro. Fisackerly, our financial 
agent, was entering upon his work of raising funds with which to build 
a home, he was stricken down and departed this life. It was the first 
death ever to occur in the home since its establishment. The death 
of three of the children followed in quick succession soon after the 
death of Bro. Fisackerly. Since then the health of the inmates has 
been good. It was thought best by the members of the Board not to 
elect another agent until the annual meeting and so we ran the 
larger part of the year without soliciting funds, except as the President 
and Secretary did so from their offices. At the request of the Board, 
the three Conferences last year generously assumed the running 
expenses of the institution and apportioned the amount necessary, 
among the charges. Some of the preachers raised the amount assessed 
them, a few raised more than they were assessed, while some did not 
send in anything. The sum realized from the plan was not sufficient 
to run the institution. The shortage was supplied by special contribu- 
tions. 

During the year we had the building and fences put in good repair 
at a cost of $498.00. We also had a concrete walk made on both streets 
at a cost of $901.00. We also bought a burial lot in Oakland cemetery 
for $60.00. Besides these extra expenditures, we replaced nearly all 
the old bedsteads, mattresses, and bed clothing with new ones at a 
cost of $165.00. We made a call through the Arkansas Methodist for 
two persons or societies to give us the money necessary to buy two 
hospital beds. We had prompt responses. One from Miss Grace 
Stanley, of Crossett, the other from Mrs. J. A. Slaton, of Pine Bluff, 
each sending $20.00. 

We received into the home during the year sixteen children, 
placed eighteen, lost three by death, leaving eleven in the home. We 
have placed seventy-nine children since the institution opened five 
years ago. Among those received this- year was a bright-eyed, honest- 
faced boy, ten years old, whom we took out of a house of ill-fame in 
Little Rock. He is now in a good home, where he is happy and dearly 
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loved. The rescue of this boy is worth all the money spent for the 
institution this year. 

On the 7th of October, Mrs. Fisackerly resigned as Matron and Mrs. 
Bonner was selected to fill the place until a permanent Matron could be 
chosen. The temporary arrangement still stands and it is very satis- 
factory. 

At our regular Board Meeting October 23d, Rev. M. B. Umsted 
was selected financial agent for the purpose of raising the necessary 
funds with which to erect a $20,000.00 building for the institution. 

The Board adopted a resolution requesting the three Conferences 
to assume permanently the amount necessary each year for the run- 
ning expenses of the institution so that the financial agent will be free 
to raise the funds with which to build. The Arkansas Conference cheer- 
fully assumed its part and we request your Conference to do so. We 
furthermore wish that your Conference would recommend to all our 
Sunday-schools and Epworth Leagues to set apart a special day each 
year as Orphanage day, on which the subject shall be presented and a 
collection taken. We request this not so much for the sake of the 
money that may be collected, but that the Epworth Leagues and Sun- 
day-schools may be made acquainted with the work that is being done 
for the Orphans by our Church. 

We also request that each Annual Conference elect one of its mem- 
bers to be Conference Treasurer for its Orphanage Fund. And that 
all money collected by the pastors for the Orphanage be sent to the 
said treasurer, as collected.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON FINANCE. 

Document No. 9. 

We, your Committee on Finance, beg leave to make the following 
report: 

We have given the long vexed question of financing the Church 
the consideration we could in the limited time at our command, and 
recommend : 

1st. That on account of the varied conditions of the membership 
of the respective charges, it is in our opinion almost impossible to 
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suggest any one plan that would be suitable and acceptable to all 
alike, but are of opinion that as far as conditions will admit, the 
stewards should accept and assume the responsibilities of the Pre- 
siding Elder and Pastor in soliciting and collecting from the members 
the various amounts assessed against the charge. 

2nd. That as far as conditions will admit the assessments for all 
purposes be made as a whole, and collected monthly. 

3rd. That for the purpose of better securing said assessments, 
there be held in each charge at least quarterly a laymen’s meeting, 
for the principal purpose of discussing the responsibilities and obli- 
gations resting upon each member in supporting the institutions of the 
Church, the time, place and program for said meeting to be fixed by 
the stewards. 

4th. We further suggest for said purpose that there be held in 
each district at least once a year a laymen’s meeting; the time, place 
and program for said meeting to be fixed by the Presiding Elder, who 
shall fix the number of delegates from each charge. 

5th. We further suggest that there be held an annual laymen’s 
meeting for the Little Rock Conference and that the Presiding Elders 
of said Conference fix the time, place and program and number of dele- 
gates from the different charges to said meeting. 

6th. On account of the increased cost of the necessaries of life 
as well as the increase in salaries and wages paid in the ordinary 
walks of life, we urge the absolute necessity of increasing the com- 
pensation paid our preachers. A laborer is worthy of his hire, and we 
usually get as good service as we may reasonably expect for the amount 
of money we pay. To expect a preacher to buy books, periodicals, etc., 
and spend all his time in study and pastoral work, we should at least 
decently feed and clothe him. With better compensation we may ex- 
pect more intelligent and better service.

Some property in Clark County, Ark., the estate of H. H. Turner, 
in the possession of the Board, and the time having come for the admin- 
istration of the same, the Board authorized T. Y. Ramsey to take 
such legal steps as were necessary in the matter.

REPORT OF BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

Document No. 15. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Little Rock Conference: 

Brethren, we have had before us a communication from Dr. J. D. 
Hammons, Secretary of the General Board of Education. From this 
we learn that the assessment upon our Conference for the General 
Board is $1,120 annually during this quadrennium. 

All our schools in this State were represented before us, and we 
give the following statistics gleaned from these reports: 

(1) Hendrix College. Present enrollment, 220, of whom 29 are 
preparing for the ministry, and 29 are the children of ministers. Offi- 
cers and teachers employed, 12. Value of grounds, building and equip- 
ment, $79,000. Productive endowment, $110,000. Indebtedness, $27,000. 

(2) Galloway Female College. Present enrollment, 225, of whom 
10 are beneficiaries. Officers and teachers employed, 19. Value of 
grounds, buildings, and equipment, $85,000. Indebtedness, $6,000. 

(3) Henderson College. Present enrollment, 307, of whom 14 are 
preparing for the ministry, and 46 are beneficiaries. Officers and teach- 
ers employed, 18. Value of grounds, buildings and equipment, $100,- 

000. Indebtedness, $30,000. 

(4) Stuttgart Training School. Present enrollment, 90. Officers 
and teachers employed, 7. Value of grounds, buildings and equipment, 
$ 20 , 000 . 

(5) Clary Training School. Present enrollment, 170. Officers and 
teachers employed, 6. Value of grounds, buildings and equipment, 
$15,000. 

(6) Mena Academy. At present, we are not operating a school 
at Mena, and the property is in litigation. 

Recommendations. 

Your Conference Board recommends: 

1. That, in case the Supreme Court confirm the decision of the 
Chancellor (thereby affirming the title of the Little Rock Conference 
to the property of the Mena Academy), C. A. Smith, W. E. Anderson, 
G. L. Lockeridge, J. W. Gardner, Geo. N. Canon, J. L. Delony, and T. 
B. Cook (trustees appointed by the last Conference) take charge of the 
property and provide for the opening of the school. 

2. That the Conference do not assume any financial responsibility 
with respect to the Mena Academy. 
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3. That, out of the collection now on hand, $250.00 be paid to 
council employed in the Mena Academy case, $25 be set aside for inci- 
dental expenses, $1,000 be paid to Hendrix College, and the remainder 
be paid to Henderson College. 

4. That an assessment of $1,500 be made on the Conference for 
Hendrix College. 

5. That the Board of Trustees of Henderson College be allowed to 
put a financial agent in the field. 

6. That those trustees of Henderson College whose terms expire 
now (R. B. F. Key, J. A. Sage, J. C. Rhodes, J. A. Buchannan and C. 
V. Murray) be elected to succeed themselves. 

7. That Rev. Forney Hutchinson be elected a trustee of Galloway 
College in the place of Rev. Jas. Thomas, and Rev. W. C. Watson in the 
place of R. R. Moore, and that Jas. Thomas be elected in the place of 
Maj. H. A. Butler, deceased. 

8. That Rev. T. D. Scott be elected a ministerial trustee of Hen- 
drix College, and Jas. Thomas be re-elected as a lay trustee of Hen- 
drix College; and that T. H. Ware and R. W. McKay, whose terms 
expire, be re-elected trustees of Hendrix College. 

9. That we request the Bishop to appoint Rev. T. D. Scott as Con- 
ference Secretary of Education. 

10. That the Bishop be further requested to appoint J. R. Dicker- 
son and Moffett J. Rhodes as students in Vanderbilt University, and 
E. P. Sewell a student in Hendrix College. 

11. That we further request that Stonewall Anderson be appointed 
president of Hendrix College, and that J. E. Godbey and C. J. Green 
be appointed professors in Hendrix College, and that C. Orear be 
appointed principal of Stuttgart Training School. 

12. That the trustees of Galloway and the trustees of Hendrix con- 
tinue the office and work of the Commissioner of Education. 

13. That Henderson College be correlated with Hendrix and Gal- 
loway Colleges. 

14. That the trustees of Henderson College be asked to offer the 
Arkansas and White River Conferences equal property interests in that 
institution with the Little Rock Conference. 

15. That each Conference Board be requested to add one of its 
members to the present commission from these three schools for cor- 
relation. 

16. That Dr. A. C. Millar be elected on this commission from the 
Little Rock Conference Board.

To the Little Rock Annual Conference: 

Dear Brethren: — The Sunday-school Board respectfully submits the 
following: 

We rejoice at the advanced steps taken by our General Board in 
providing improved literature and planning advanced methods. We 
note with pleasure the provisions made for adult classes, and the 
publication of a quarterly for primary teachers. The time has passed 
when the Sunday-school is to be regarded as for women and children 
only. The ideal school is the whole church teaching and studying the 
word of God and building -Christian character. Every member of every 
family, from babe to patriarch, should belong to some department of 
the Sunday-school, either Cradle Roll, main school, or Home Depart- 
ment. 

Every school should be organized into a Missionary Society and 
contribute regularly to some missionary object. The Discipline requires 
such organization. 

We believe that Children’s Day has been more generally observed 
this year than in the past. Yet some schools have paid no attention to 
the law on the subject. It is not a matter of choice but of obligation, 
that the day be observed. We sent free of charge Children’s Day pro- 
grams to all schools which asked for them and promised to observe 
Children’s Day and take a collection. 

We have had no calls for help for needy schools. We do not 
understand this, for certainly there are some needy schools in the 
bounds of the Conference. 

Our General Board has expressed its interest in the work of the 
International Sunday-school Association and its willingness to co-oper- 
ate with it as far as possible. We advise our Sunday-school workers 
to avail themselves of the opportunities offered by the International 
Association for mutual helpfulness. 

We recommend that the Conference Sunday-school Board be 
authorized to engage the services of a competent instructor to hold 
institutes at the District Conferences and other places the coming 
year.
